Larly Decision 
On State Aid 


The Menlo Park Sanitary District 
Board was requested by Mayor 
Charles P. Burgess and Councilman 
Vernon Barker to answer promptly 
a letter from the State Allocation 
Board concerning use of Menlo 
Park’s share of the $90,000,000 state 
appropriation for local sewer pro_ 
jects. 


The city has requested its share 
of the state money for use on the 
Santa Cruz Ave. Improvement Pro— 
ject. If its request is granted, as- 
sessments for the project will be re 
duced. 


Under terms of the law governing 
the state grant, the money may be 
used for street improvements if a 
city’s sewer system is in first class 
condition, 

However, Menlo Park is basing its 
request on the basis that the city 
does not operate its own sewers, and 
therefore cannot use its money for 
such projects, 

A hearing on the matter is sched_ 
uled for the time of the next meet- 
ing of the allocation board. 

The two councilmen were present 
at the Monday night meeting of 
the sanitary board. They suggest— 
ed that the board answer the letter 
according to its best interest, but 
asked for a prompt reply so that a 
decision on the matter can be reach- 
ed without delay. 

Tuesday morning, Lawrence Cook, 
board secretary, received the letter, 
which asked for a statement as to 
whether present sanitary facilities 
are satisfactory. Cook said a spec- 
ial meeting of the board will be held 
immediately to consider a reply. 

He commented, however, that the 
condition of the sanitary facilities 
is a matter of fact. The only way, 
he added, that the sanitary board 
could gain access to the appropria— 
tion is for the city to turn its funds 
over to the sanitary district,

‘oes To SE Office

The new salary range will be from 
$2,400 to $3,480. This year the scale,

As far as the Sequoia High School 
board of trustees is concerned, Men- 
lo Park will have full priority to ac- 
quire the Dibble Hospital recreation— 
al area when it is declared surplus 
by War Assets Administration.

“Everything has been settled sat 
isfactory for all concerned,” Mayor 
Charles P. Burgess declared. 

It was decided that the facilities 
would be of more value to the city 
than to the school. 

An agreement made a year ago 
between Menlo Park, the Sequoia 
board and Stanford University will 
stand. Under terms of the agree- 
ment, Menlo Park has priority over 
the recreational area, and the high 
school district has first rights over 
the land at the corner of Middle- 
field Road and Ravenswood Ave. 

The city councilmen | presented 
their case at the informal meeting, 
and both W. W. Hilton, Redwood 
City mayor and member of the 
school board, and Charles E, Mer-— 
rill, school board chairman, agreed 
that the recreational area should be

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Your City’s Business

About two weeks ago Mr. C. A. 
Argo, Superintendent of Sequoia 
High School, suggested that the 
High School District acquire, from 
War Assets Administration when it 
became surplus, that portion of the 
former Dibble Hospital containing 


+ the swimming pool, gymnasium, the- 


atre and athletic grounds to hold 
against the day a high school is 
built in this part of the district. If 
this were done, the site of the high 
school itself would be on property 
now occupied by Stanford Village 
apartment units, as land adjacent 
to the railroad tracks is not con— 
sidered suitable for classrooms. The 
District would plan to lease the 
property to the city to operate and 
maintain until a high school was 
constructed. Thereafter the facili- 
ties would be available for public 
functions when not interfering with 
school activities. The City Council 
had theretofore been working to-— 
ward obtaining this area as a re- 
creation center for the residents of 
the community under city owner-— 
ship. ¢ 

The merits and demerits of the 
proposal were considered at length 
by the members of the City Coun- 
cil and discussed with other citi- 
zens, but it was finally agreed by us 
that ownership by the city was in 
the best interests of Menlo Park on 
the following grounds: 

1. Money must be spent to put 
the facilities in shape for use. 
There are no seats in the theatre, 
there is no curtain, and some addi- 
tional construction is required. The 
gymnasium must be equipped. 
Bleachers must be provided. The 
swimming pool must be fenced in. 
The city could not afford to make 
this investment while having an un- 
certain tenure. 

2. The city’s primary problem is 
the cost of operation and mainten— 
ance in the early years. Our city 
is growing and the tax base is ex- 
panding. We would be losing the 
property when the worst headaches 
were over. On the other hand, if 
the city did not take over, the em— 
pty buildings would deteriorate 
badly before the high school was 
built.

This 
will complete the original plan 
worked out jointly by Federal Pub- 
lic Housing Authority and Stanford 
University to provide quarters for | 
families of veterans who are study- ' 
ing at the university.
